June 6. at the W. extremity of the Mason logging works) yielded to¬ 


day a remarkably handsome set of 4 eggs of the Blackburnian 
Warbler. Although they were perfectly fresh the female sat 
so closely that thumping and shaking the tree (a slender one) 
failed to start her and when Watrous climbed it he nearly 
touched her before she slipped off. She then dropped like a 
stone to the ground over which she crawled and tumbled and 


fluttered with wide-spread tail and quivering wings much like 
a Water Thrush or Oven Bird and evidently with the hope of 
leading us away from the nest. Such a demonstration on the 
part of a tree-building Warbler is, I think, unusual. This n 
nest was fully 20 ft. above the ground near the end of a long, 
slender branch at least 10 ft. from the main stem of the tree, 
a solitary and not very vigorous young spruce growing under 
some large hemlocks and yellow birches which cast a dense 
shade over the spot. I photographed the nest which we took 
successfully by bending over another tree within reach.

/^In the afternoon Watrous and I rowed over to Leonard's 
May 50. pond. We first landed on the island where W. found two Water 
Thrushes' nests with, respectively, 4 eggs slightly incubated 
and 5 eggs far advanced. I had ray hands full photographing 
these nests. One was in a large earth bank under and behind 
a curtain of earth and fine roots. Of this I made two photo¬ 
graphs. The female was very nervous and fussy, chirping and 
calling up her mate the first thing. She would not go on the 
nest when the camera was near it but Kept running rapidly a- 
bout around the bank and the camera examining the latter as 
well as the bulb of ray rubber tube which lay several yards 
off with evident distrust. When started from the nest she 
would regularly run six or eight yards crouching close to the 


ground and moving with a slow gliding motion spreading her 

tail and half spreading and quivering her wings, sometimes 

turning bach and gliding past me or just under the nest, making 
nor 

no sound A tilting while behaving thus but presently flying up 
to some branch or root to tilt and chirp with her mate. Both 
birds were very large and very yellow beneath.

I spent most of the forenoon at Leonard's Pond where I 


June 5. took eight photographs of the Water Thrush at or near her nest 


from 'which I started her many times. She is wonderfully mild 
and patient under this almost incessant persecution. Hot 
once this morning did she chirp for her mate or make any de¬ 
monstration 'whatever. I had no difficulty in setting up my 
camera and focusing her on the nest at a distance of three 
feet or less. Indeed when I 'wished to start her I usually 
had to shake the focusing cloth within a few inches of her 
face. Then she would slip off, run away a few yards, feed for 
a moment or perhaps take a bath and withinjninute or two, if 
I permitted it, walk sedately into her nest often passing di¬ 
rectly under the camera on her way. When I wished to get her 
to cross a certain selected spot of sunlight I had little 
difficulty in driving her over the exact place. She would 
often pause for a moment almost at my feet and look up at me 
with an expression of wonderment but without the slightest 
sign of fear.

The flight song of this species puts that of the 
Oven-bird (which I heard also this evening) quite to shame.

39. Geothlypis Philadelphia. 

First plumage: female. Remiges, rectrices, etc., as in adult. Rest of 
upper parts, -with vring-coverts and sides of head, dull reddish-brown, 
becoming almost cinnamon on the back, and tinged strongly with ashy on 
the pileum. Entire under parts light reddish-brown, most pronounced 
on the abdominal and anal regions, becoming lighter on the throat, and 
darker, with a strong olive suffusion, on the breast and sides. No appre¬ 
ciable maxillary or supra-orbital stripes. From a specimen in my collec¬ 
tion shot at Upton, Me., August 11, 1876. This bird was very young ; in 
fact, barely able to fly. A slight doubt exists in my mind as to its iden¬ 
tity, for I did not actually see the parent birds feed it, though both were in 
the immediate vicinity and exhibited much solicitude. This specimen is 
separable from the corresponding stage of G. trichas by the ashy cast of 
the pileum and the absence of brownish on the sides. 

Autumnal plumage: young male. Entire upper parts olive-green, the 
feathers of the pileum and nape being just tipped with this color and 
showing plainly the ashy underneath when disarranged. Sides of head, 
with broad bands extending down each side of the throat and nearly meet¬ 
ing across the jugulum, ash, washed with greenish-olive. Sides, with a 
broad connected band across anal region and breast, dull olive-green. 
Rest of under parts, with central areas of throat and jugulum, very clear 
rich yellow, intensifying into a spot of orange on the breast. In two 
specimens (both males) a yellow tipping of the feathers on the jugulum 
nearly conceals much black underneath, which becomes conspicuous when 
the plumage is slightly disarranged. 

Autumal plumage: young female. Similar to the male, but with a more 
olive cast to the green of the dorsal aspect, less ashy on head, and the 
spot on the breast of richer, deeper color, and broader diffusion. The 
young of both sexes in autumnal plumage have the upper and lower eye¬ 
lids conspicuously fulvous-yellow. In one specimen (male, taken August 
21), the eyelids are dirty-wliite. From seven specimens (two females, five 
males) in my collection shot at Upton, Me., August, 1874. Irrespective 
of generic characters, the young of G. Philadelphia in autumn are at once 
distinguishable from those of Oporornis agilis in corresponding stages, by 
the total absence of ashy on the central regions of throat, jugulum, and 
breast. So marked is the difference that obtains in this respect that I am 
easily able to separate the two species, when lying side by side, at a dis¬ 
tance of fifteen or twenty feet.

First plumage: female. Remiges, rectrices, etc., similar to the adults. 
Rest of the upper parts, including wing-coverts and sides of head, uniform 
deep dull cinnamon; the greater coverts tipped with fulvous. Throat, 
breast, and sides very light cinnamon, tinged with olive. Anal and ab¬ 
dominal regions pale sulphur-vellow. No conspicuous spots, stripes, or 
markings anywhere. From a specimen in my collection shot at Upton, 
Me., August 4, 1874. This bird was so young as to be scarcely able to fly, 
and, with the rest of the brood, was attended by the female parent. 

Adult in autumn: male. Similar to adult in spring, but with the yel¬ 
low of the under parts much more intense, and the black spotting on the 
breast slightly clouded by the yellow tipping of the overlapping feathers. 
From a specimen in my collection shot at Upton, Me., August 29, 1874. 

Young in autumn: male. Pileuni and back greenish-olive ; nape and 
rump bluish-ash, slightly tinged with olive. Centres of a few feathers on 
the forehead and cheeks, with a continuous line along the side of the neck 
to the breast, dusky-black. A broad band of very small spots (each one 
not more than one quarter of the size of those exhibited in the adult 
plumage) across the upper part of the breast black. Otherwise similar to 
the adult. In “ History of Birds of North America,” Yol. I. p. 320, Mr. 
Itidgway says, “In the young [these spots] are obsolete.”
